onnd the dead body of a man lyiag by 
he roadside in the mouth of King's 
anyon .about a mile vtest from the 


Ormsby House. He hastened to in- 
orm the officials, who repaired thither 
examined the situation and brought the 
body to the morgue. It proved to Vie 
hat of Melville O.' Maynard, a well- 
cnown resident of Carson for several 
ears, being employed in the livery 


stable business and latterly in the em- 
ploy of D. L. Bliss, taking care of his 
private teams, family carriages, etc. 


For the last three or four months he 


has been dissipated and out of employ- 
ment. Nearly 'a year ago a woman 
riend of his, named Ruby King, left 
here and went to Grass Valley, Cal., 
where she committed suicide. Since 
then he has been more or less despond- 
ent, and has remarked several times 
recently that he bad nothing to live for, 
and yesterday and last evening he was 
very drunk, wandering about the 
tenderloin section. When last seen be 
was reeling along the street and steer 
ing to where his body was found. How 
he managed to get so far away and into 
such a rough locality in the dark can 
only be imagined. 
A report of a 


pistol was heard about 11 o'clock, when 
it is supposed he commlted the deed. 
The weapon was a 38-callbre Smith & 
Wesson revolver, and when found the 
marks in the muddy soil showed that 
he had rolled about considerably after 
Bring the fatal shot, the pistol being 
half buiied in the sand and mud.

State, either late m this month ot 
early in December, the township con- 
ventions to appoint delegates to thu 
county, aud the county to appoint del- 
>gates to a State convention. 
The 


time for the State convention will not 
be earlier than April, 1896. It is the 
purpose of the silver men to organize a 
new party with no plank in it but free 
silver at 16 to 1 No questions will be 
asked as to any man's past political 
associations or opinions. It will make 
no difference whether a man is a free 
trader or a high protectionist, whether 
Democrat, Republican or 
Populist, 


whether Jew or Gentile, Greek or bar- 
barian. The only question will be, 
"are you above all things honest in 
your advocacy of free silver?" If so, 
you must burn all your bridges behind 
yon, sever all political ties and lend 
your influence to the proclamation of a 
new declaration of independence in 
North Carolina. Tte silver men in 
North Carolina by thus getting to- 
gether feel that they can organize snch 
a powerful party in our State as will 
sweep all the others off the deck, and 
by thus taking the initiative will give 
new life aud vigor to the cause through- 
out the Union. I notice that your 
State has taken some such steps." 


I explained to him the organization 


of the Silver party in Nevada, The 
same plan is to be pursued in North 
Carolina, 


Action, Action, action; that is now 


what is needed; less talk and more 
action; less talk and more organiza- 
tion. Why is the Republican party 
almost invincible? Because of its 
splendid powers of organization. Look 
at Quay and Platt. With half a dozen 
such organizers in the Silver party it 
would sweep »ll others iu 1890. Silver 
has been talked and talked; there are 
hundreds of thousands of men in this 
country to-day waiting a chance to vote 
as they think. Let the good cause of 
education go on, but in the name of 
silver and success let same energy be 
displayed In organizing.
